A FAMOUS WILL. 

Peter tlio Oroiit's Iiisti-iic(ioii>> 
to liis Successors to liie 

Russian Feoplo-llow l^iirope 
nilitit be !Siibi(i^;:ile«l and ICiis- 
sia ITIailc Uiiler ol'tlie World. 

1. Tlie Russian nation niuHt lie con- 
stantly on a war footing to keep the 
soldiers warlike and in a good condi- 
tion. No rest must be allowed, except 
for tho purpose of relieving the State 
finances, recruiting tho army or hiding 
the favorable moment for attack. By 
these means peace is made Hulis(!rvi(!iit 
to war, and to |)eace, in the intfrest of 
aggrandizement and increasing pros- 
piEirltji'of-'Kussia. 

•/"2.''Every possible means must be 
used to invite from the most cultivated 
European States commanders in war 
and philosophers in peace, to enable 
the Russian nation to pai-tici|ial<: in the 
advantages of other countries without 
losiKg any of its own, 

3. ^No opportunity must be lost of 
taking part in the aftitira ami disjiutes I 
of Europe, especially in those of ler- 
niany, ■which, from its vicinity, is one j 
of the' tftost direct interest to us. 

4. Poland must be divideil hy keep- ' 
ing up constant jealousies and confu 
iaions there. The authorities must be 
gained over with money, and the as- 
semblies corrupted, so aa to inlluence 
tho election of the Kings. We must 
get up a party of our own tin'ie, send 
Russian troops into tho •country, and 
]et.t)hem sojourn there so long that 
they^^may ultimately find some pretext 
for remaining there forevi^r. Should 
the neighboring Slates make (iitiicuities 
vm riiusfc appease them for the moment 
by allowing them a sliare of the terri- 
tory, until we can safidy resume what 
we have given away. 

5. We must take away as much ter- 
ritory as possible from Sweden, and 
contrive that they shall attack us first, 
so as to give us a prete.tt for their sub- 
jugation. With this object in view, we 
must kne[) Sweden in opposition to 
Denmark, and Denmark to Sweden, 
and sedulously foster their mutual 

Jealousies. 

6. The consorts of the Ifussian 
Princes must always be chosen from 
among,the Uerman Princesses, in or- 
der to multiply our family alliances 
with tho Uerinans, ami so unite our in- 
terests with theirs, and thus, by con- 
Bbiidjftting ourf:: influence in Oerniahy, 
6d"cdtise it to Attach itself spontaneous- 
ly tp our policy. 

7. We must be careful to keep our 
■commercial alliances with England, for 
she is the Power which has mo.sl need 
of our produce for her navy, and at tho 
same, time way be of the greatest ser- 
'vice to lis in the development of our 



premacy. 

11. We must not make tho House 
of Austria interested in the expulsion 
of tht! Turks from I'lurope, and we 
must neutralize its jealousy at the cap- 
ture of Oonstiuitinople, either by pre- 
occupvini: it with a war with the old 
luuopean States, or by allowing it a 
share of ..he spoil, which we can after- 
ward resume at our leisure. 

12. We must collect around our 
house as around a ciwuer, all tli(! de- 
tached sections of Urcyks which aro 
scatiered abroad in Hungary, Turkey 
and South Poland. We must make them 
look to us for support, and (.•then> by es- 
tablishing beforehand a sort of ecclesi- 
astical supremacy, we shall pavo the 
way for universal sovereignty. 

ill When Sweileu is ours, Persia 
van(|uished, Poland subjected, Turkey 
contjuered — when sur armies arc unit- 
ted and Euxine and fiahic are in po.v 
session of our ships, then wo must make 
sfparato and secret overtures, (irst to 
the Court of VersailleH, and then to 
that at Vienna, to share with them tho 
dominion of the world. If (Mther of 
theui accepts our propositioiLS, which is 
certiaip'tc^bnppe^i i^ their aipbiti.on anil 
seltinterest are properly, w.orke^ upon 
we must make use ol one (o anniliiUte 
llie other; this done, we have only to 
destroy the remaining one by finding 
a pretext for a (piarri'l, the issue of 
which cannot be doubtful, as Russia 
will then be in the absolute possession 
of the east and the best part of Europe. 

1-t. Should the improbable case ha[)- 
pen of both refusing the pro])ositions 
of Russia, then our policy will be to set 
one against the other, and make them 
tear each other to pieces. Russia must 
then watch for and seize the favorable 
moment, and pour her already assem- 
bled hostK into CJernniny, while two 
iinmense fleets, huleu with Asiatic 
hordes, and convoyed by tho armed 
squadrons of the Euxine and tho Bal- 
tic, set sail simultaneously from the 
sea of AzoiT and the harbor of Arch- 
angel; sweeping along the llediteran- 
rean and the Atlantic, they will over- 
run France on the one side, while (!er 
many is overpo wcreil on the other. 

When these counti-ics art! fully con- 
quered, the rest of Europe must fall 
(^sily, and without a struggle under 
our yoke. 

Thus Europe can and must be slib- 
jugated.

F'EOj^NIFFIAN PllILOSbPUY. . 

■ 'As was 8;\itl of iMr. PeckBiiiff, perhaps 
there wns nnvor w more mural man than 
Mr. James Foil, eapucially in his correa- 
pondento and coiivora.itioii. Ho is fuller 
of virtu'jus pr«i;ept than a copybook. 
Some people liken him to a direction post, 
which is always telling the way to a place, 
and.novor \'oea theffe'jrbttt these are his 
enemies. His very niaiitior seems to say, 
''There is no deception, ladies and gentle- 
men, all is peace; a holy calm pervades 
me." Su does lua tiijur*, whiuli is oily 
and corpulent ; and his white waistcoat 
and. double oyB-f;las3 nil tend to the s imu 
piil'j)o«e,'^''*Bphold the moral Fell!" A 
week agOitO'day. wo had the pleasnre of 
paying our respects to Mr. Fell and hia 
inaiiy- virtuvs. We dealt with the old 
gehtleman pleasantly and gently — without 
alitor or malice, aii(' wo have since boon 
grieved to . learn that our eatoemed follow 
citizen t"i>k the ar ticle ,so much to heart 
that ho (led the city iho next morning — 
hied him away to Xanainio, to escape the 
chatfaiid ridiuulu to which hia appearance 
on thB'Btreet during the week would have 
subjected him. If such was the effect of 
the article it wa.s certiiinly not its in tent; for 
if aiiylhing wdiave over svritten or may in 
the future write has given or shall yivo Mr. 
JE'elL.a moment's mental anguish we hereby 
aind^ereWith' extend to him our humblest 
apologiea : for-- transiiresaions pant or to 
come. At Nanaimo— hia city of refuge — 
Mr. Fell would seem to have mot with a 
comforter a-i well us an iinieiiuen,si.s; for 
laat ovoiiinj; ho appears as HpniiHor to a 
communication, in which he makes a very 
grave accusation against certain mnmbera 
of the board. Wo say "sponsor," for if 
any one will compaie his letter of ten 
days ago with the letter whiob appeared 
oyer his signature last evening he will de- 
tiect the cheat and fraud at once. Mr. 
Fell is not a niaii of letters; moreover, 
ho is a dense man; and is no more calla- 
ble of writini» the latest letter that aj)- 
peared over his signature than hu would 
be of speaking the truth or selling a sack 
of potatoes without putting the largest on 
top or a pound of sugar without adding n 
dash of the proverbial siind. I'ecksniH' 
was noted for capturioL; other people's 
ideas and adoptiiij.; them »s his own. Hia 
worthy disciple in Victoria has been guilty 
oE the same olloncu — inducing a scholar 
tdjwtitg a letter, to which he only aflixed 
his "sfgnatare. A few years ago the local 
Pecksniff was detected in the same 
naughty conduct. Letters used to ap- 
pear over hia signature in which 
oxcellout Latin jostled pure Greek, 
and good En;^lish reposed in the siuiie seu- 
tenoo with Parisian Freueb ! As a matter 
of fact Mr. Fell never wrote those letters; 
but to this day he is stupid enough to think 
that people are of the opinion that he wll^^ 
the author, and like his grout prototype iu 
Dickens' novel he constantly quotes them 
as his ownr Passing oter allusions to our- 
Belf in the letter which Mr. Fell induced 
his friend to write (as we never reply to 
perooual attacks), wo are sorry to find that 
Mr. Fell's colleagues on the board of trus- 
tees are referred to as villians and scamps. 
What the members of that body could 
have done to call forth so gross an insult 
from oue so impeccable as Mr. Fell, wo are 
at a loss to know. Perhaps iu a future 
communication he will enlighten the public, 
or perhaps the board, as a body, will refu.se 
to rest ta ely beneath so grave an acouua- 
tion, and will bring Mr. Fell to u realizing 
sense of the nicer properties of life, which 
the demoralized state into which ho was 
thrown u week ago would seem to havo 
temporarily caused him to forget, iiis irri- 
tation towards The Culonist is uatural. It 
exposed his attempt to introduce politics 
into educational matters; it has had thu sai- 
isfactiou of iiotiuj^ hi.-i overwhelming defeat 
on all oecaiiions when he lias oll'ered him- 
self for the position of member of puilia- 
meut, for mayor and lor comu'illor; but if 
be should become a canduliite for hog- 
reeve, it is not improbable that this journal 
would accord liun u support fur a posi- 
tion which nature and education eminent- 
ly 6t him to adorn and to which he would 
be triiiinphantly and unanimously re- 
turned by an appreciative public. Mr 
Fell, as has been intimated, is a moral 
man' — in a Peckamdian .sense; but Peck- 
sniff proved ti) be a deapioablo ruguo; 
and Mr. Fell's morality did not prevent 
him emerj^iiig in a few months from an 
utterly broken and bankrupt condition to 
that of u conipnr,ilively wealthy man and 
the Oivner of uue "t ihe tioe-l lih ck.-i in 
the city; uor did it prevent hini buyiut; 
damaged tea at tho Lidy L.nap.'iou aale at 
two cents a pi'uud and retciiiiiig it at six 
bits as new "toast " It is intimated th-it 
Mr Foil la responsible for more cases of 
hemorrhiiid th ,0 liny ■ilherKT' Ccr on the 
ci/aat; and that he is ii c 'Osi.uit stjurce of 
revenue tu the city pli_>su.iaija who wnuld 
hail htB demise or ret.reuiuut from busi- 
ness as a C'llamity to the profession. Wo 
might coiitiuue at great length; but we 
havo promised not tu say any tiling unkind 
of the good (dd. man wlio haa closely 
copied Pecksiii|}"8 virtues and is a living 
repreeeiilaliv" cf luiu nf Dickens' i^roatoat 
creations. We therefore dismiss him for 
the present with the hope that he may en- 
joy his htdiduy, and brace himself to 
meet tho pr'>ceedings of an extraordinary 
and "trying" character which will shortly 
be instituted for his especial beneht. 



FACING HIS ENEMIES. 

Tho late I'jrench premier, jNL Ferry, 
has turned upon hia detractors in a very 
plucky style. It lia.i lieretufore boon the 
custom of A fallen mini.fter in Franco to 
hide hinmelf iia if ho had committed a 
criminal act, instead of facing his antago- 
nisla. M. Ferry has seen tit to adopt the 
oppoaite cuur.-io, and the speech he made 
a short time ago at Epinal is a true note 
of deliance. Ue, ami hu ulone, ho de- 
clared, had made peace with China; and 
as for tho present ministry, it lives upon 
sufferance and upon condition of foUuw 
ing out to tho letter tlio policy of tho men 
it haa suporaedod. Iu short,, M. Jules 
Ferry 'a theory is that, if tho miiiialry is 
gone, the majority remains, and that tho 
now ministry must bend to that majority 
or resign. He aaid: "I come among 
you in order to show that I havo im in- 
tention of putting tho frontier between 
nio and niy acouacrs. Power was given 
to tho lato ministry during two years and 
it has boon taken from them, but, tliey 
are ready to prove that they liave not du- 
■ served thoir fate. Wo leuvo power with- 
out regret, first , because we leave to our 
successors a task terminated. We have 
mot all the difficult problems presented to 
our consideration, including that of Ton- 
quin, which has been solved by a peace 
that we havo made and concluded. The 
second reason why we d'j not regret the 
loss of power, is that no other policy is 
possible but our policy. There is no 



other majority in the present chamber of 
deputies possible, except the majority 
which we lead and lead still, ^ho minis- 
try which has taken our" place did not de- 
liver the French nation to a coalition of 
monurchista and radicals, nor can it abati- 
don tho policy which we pur.sued in for- 
eign countries. " 

PETEli THE GliEAT'S WILL. 

Elsewhere in this issue is published 

I'elertho Great's will, which, iu reality, 
is a code of instructimia to his 3uccesa(jr8, 
the ohaervaiice of which he hoped would 
enable Russia in the fullness of liuie to 
coiuiuor the world. Anyone who has 
watched the steady progress which Russia 
has made within tho memory .of very 
young men, will understand that she has 
never relinquished for a single moment 
her purpose to carry out thu programme 
of Peter. Biitfled fora time in her attempt 
to occupy Ooustantinoplo lluaaia turned 
her altoiitioii to Central Asia and the 
shortsighted liberal ministry have awak- 
ened from their dream of fancied security 
to tind Russia knocking loudly at the 
door of India, tho coiuiuestof which Peter 
the tireat in his will declares is necea- 
sary to tho accomplishment of tho great 
trust which ho confided to his heirs. 
Many of tho items of tho will have been 
already realized and there stands only 
England between Russia and the conquest 
of India. 



Chinese Slavery. 

To TiiK Editor: — In a card signed 
"Many Chinamen" in this morning's 
issue the statement is made tl aX "the 
statement iu the appeal is either a mis- 
take or a willful falsehood." As my ver- 
acity or my knowled;,'o in thereby im- 
pugned, 1 deaire to call the atientiosi of 
"Many Chinamen" to the statement of 
Archdeacon Gmy, in tho report of tho 
Ohineso Commission, page Ii2, aa follows: 

"A prominent Chinese witness who said 
there was nn slavery in China must have 
meant such aa e.xiatod in the Sonlliern 
States. Slave-brokers are mot with every 
day in Canton. The ranks of slavery are 
recruited from ruined gamblers; by kid- 
iiappim;; and, worst of all, by prolliijate 
l)arent3 selling their children. Mr. Cray, 
de.-foribiiig a sale at Canton, says: '1 re- 
member two bright-looking youths being 
sold by their protligate father, who had 
gambled his means away. 'J'he eldest lad 
fetched .*50 and the youni;er ?-lU. Tho 
old slave-broker otlored one of the youths 
to me at the advanced price of S^ioO. 

" 'The usual price of an ordinary able- 
bodiod slave, male, is about $1U0. Per- 
sons when sold as slaves generally fall first 
of all into the hands of brokers or go- 
betweoiis. JSuch characters are either 
aged men or w uneu. Before buying 
slaves, a dealer keeps them fur a inunlh 
on trial. .Should he discover that they 
talk in their sleep, or afford any indica- 
tions of a weakness of system, he either 
offers a small sum fur them, or declines to 
complete the purchase. The broker is 
niaile to take the slave into a dark room, 
and a bUi^ light is burned. fShould the 
face I f the slave assume a greeniah hue 
in this liuht, u favorable opinion is enter 
tained. Should it show a reduiah color, 
it is couoluded that the bo.ly Is tainted by 
this loathsnino disease [lei)ru.?y] 

" 'Tho slavery to which these unfortu- 
nate persona are subject, is perpetual and 
hereditary, and they have no parei.'tal au 
thority over their offspring. Tho great- 
grandsons of alaves, however, can, if they 
have suQiuient means, purchase their free- 
dom. Slaves, although regarded as mem- 
bers of the family, are not recognized as 
members ef the general community. Tliey 
cannot, for e.xain[ih', sue in C(Jiirla of 
laws. In short, they are outside tho pale 
of citizeiKiliip, and within the roach of 
the avarice, (jr hatred, or lust of their 
masters.' 

.■\iid yet, in tlie face of audi testimony, 
they assort there are no slaves either 
here or in China. ( Jvorsvhelniiug testi- 
mnny can bo found in tho same work, but 
titne and apace alike forbid. I will con- 
clude by quoting from Williamson, Chi- 
neae Coimuiasion, page 58: 

" There la no truth in the country. 
FalsohiMid and chicanery are their hope 
and thoir weapons. Scheming has been 
reduced tu u science; deceit and lying 
placed upon the pedestal of ability and 
cleverness."

This 
ciuLsed a sericuis damage. Many tiuis of 
ice fell U|i()ii the forecastle deck, breaking 
It through and going down into the hold. 
Two men on the lookout had a very nar- 
row eacapo with thoir lives, the fog being 
so thick at timers that they could not sou 
the iceberg until it canio tumbling down 
on tho forward deck whore llioy woio 
standing. Orders wore at onco given to 
cut away the lashings of rafts and boats 
and to prepare them fur lowering in caso 
the ship should sink. Two of the boata 
swung out from tho ship. Others were 
being put in readiness, when it was dis- 
covered that the ship was not making 
water. Orders for lowering the boats 
were then countermanded. The steamer 
came in collision with two other icebergs, 
but succeeded in weathering the repeated 
shocks and reaching this port in safety.

The remainder of tho 30,000 
ordered out of the empire, consist of those 
who bad obtained ])(;riuita of selllenieut. 
The decree of expulsion gives thes(> a short 
respite to allow them time to settle up thoir 
affairs, dispose of their properly and ollier- 
wise prepare for (!Xtradition.

At the time of the lasti Austro [tali- 
an war, in 18G6, the Austrian Govern- 
ment made the greatest efforts to .^]nit 
its ports in a stale of defense ai.'ainst 
the utiacl of the Italian fleet. Torpe- 
does in largi- numbers were sunk there- 
in, and all the commaiulaiits of thos(? 
maritime places were ordered to exer- 
cise v jry great vigilance. The torpedoes 
are placed in several concentric lines, 
quite near each other. They are sunk 
a certain depth below the level of tho 
water, and, at the surface, give no 
signs of ihi'ir presenct\ ICaeli of them is 
connected by w ire with the post of ob- 
servation situated at a sutBcisntly high 
point on the coast to allow the port to 
Le seen well. The room, which is quite 
lar"e, is dark. In the wall there is a 
lens that faces the ]iort. The luminous 
rays from the ('xti'rior travers(! this, 
become refueled, and pass into a prism 
which directs them upon a sheet of 
grouiul glass, lying liori/.ontally on a 
table ill the center of tin; room Ac- 
cording to ihf! well-known laws of oiilios 
an image of the port is formed on tin; 
glass. i;iack points marked upon this 
image indicate the exact site of each 
torpedo, and all these points bear num- 
bers that are re|>roduced upon the keys 
of a keyboard. It is only necessary to 
prt ss on the keys with the finger to 
the corresponding torpedo in connec 
tioii with an eha'tric battery, through 
the inler-mediiim of tlu! wire that con- 
nects with the port, and to cau.se it to 
explode. An employe of the telegraph 
never takes his eye off the glass upon 
which the faithful image of the port is 
produced. No detail, no movement, I's- 
capes him. Jf a ship of the enemy at- 
temjits to proceed, its image appears 
u]ioii the glass, and at the moment it 
pa.s.ses over a point indicated upon the 
latter, a simple "touch of the key cor- 
re.sponding thereto causes an explosion 
and destroy.'--, tin? vessel. These torpe- 
iloes are sunk to sullicient de])th to al- 
low ships of the ]iort to move about 
v.-ithout havinL* anything to fear. It is 
jirobable that was due to a knowledge 
of the danger that the Italian Heel 
would have experienced in attacking 
the Austrian. ports that the latter were 
protected against all surprise.

Their wives 
are almost a.s much slaves as the In- 
dian sipriws, and tliiiir huts are rarely 
ibore luxurious or ideaiier ihaii an or 
diiiary lodge. They live, us a rule, in a 
single roomed building, whi're their fe- 
ni.ile belongings oei'U|iv the po.sts of do- 
mestic servant.s, not only doing every 
kind of indoor wtjffit ''Ut- *'so waiting 
oil their loni while lie e;Us, never lie- 
ing allowed to sil, ul tie' lalile willi him, 
or to 0|)(,'ii their lips unless addressed. 
'I'heir customs are a mixturt! of old 
F ('n^cli and Lmlian ones, and, though 
their language is French, they are more 
at their ease when sjieaking Cree. Th(!y 
keep the Church holidays and feasts, 
but amuse themselves like savages. 
They dance like French iieasants, but 
keep u]) tiieir dancing, as long as food 
and drink will last, in the Indian 
fashion; and they love spirits with an 
exc,eeding love, ami rarely neglect an 
opportunity (vulgo loquer) toget "blind 
drunk."
